Friday, 
when he was stationed near a fence 
and advised not to leave the fence 
line. In some manner, however, he 
lost contact with the fence, and about

asked assistance in locating him.

It can look back on the year just 
past as one of vigorous expansion 
which in total produced the best 
results in a decade. It can look for­ 
ward to 1941 as a year that will 
bring further progress and the ad­ 
vance of our per capita output tc 
a new’ record." 
3,#94,90# New Jobs 
Jones said the spurt in industry, 
which he credited primarily to the 
defense program, already had taken 
up some unemployment slack, and 
that between February and October 
2,300.000 persons got new non-agri­ 
cultural jobs. 
The better business record, he 
said, was shown in an estimate 
that income payments to individuals 
increased to $74,000.000.000 in 1940. a 
gain of $4.000.000.000 over 1939 This 
was a calculation of all wages, in­ 
dividual income in the country.

In 1940, he added, retail sales were 
about 7 per cent larger, and con­ 
struction about $9.000,000,000 more 
than in 1939.

the departm ent of justice orders for 
those who failed to comply with 
the order within the time limits set 
by the congressional act.

De Gaulle Pleads As 
Navy Moves

LONDON — Gen. 
Charles 
De 
Gaulle, leader of French forces still 
allied with Britain, exhorted all 
Frenchmen Saturday to keep up the 
fight against Germany and told them 
a great triumph might be theirs. 
As De Gaulle broadcast his ap­ 
peal-declaring that if North Africa. 
Syria and the French fleet were 
fighting for France the Mediterran­ 
ean battle would end promptly in 
victory—reports circulated in Lis­ 
bon that French naval forces may be 
gathering in North Africa. 
Travelers from unoccupied France 
said they had been informed reliably 
that French Chief of State Phillippe 
Peta in had authorized some French 
naval officers to spend "vacations" 
in North Africa and that several 
French naval’ units already have 
been dispatched there from Toulon. 
They linked these moves with 
what they called Petain’s "unabated 
decision to rule France himself, free 
from foreign impositions.” * id his 
readiness "to become a prisoner 
himself rather than give in to de­ 
mands he considers against the in­ 
terest of France *’ 
In Budabest. informants said Pe- 
tain had told the Nazis that if their 
terms for a final peace were unrea­ 
sonable he would cut North Africa 
loose, with General Máxime Wey- 
gand taking a large colonial army 
there over to De Gaulle's "Free 
French" forces and moving against 
Italian Libya in coordination with 
British action from Egypt .

Mr Roosevelt took the letters, data 
and memoranda, and a staff of 
stenographers to the huge cabinet 
room so as to have ample working 
space. 
He paused only twice during his 
work—once to receive William Phil­ 
lips. who is returning to his post as 
ambassador to Italy, and again to 
hear the latest reports on defense 
production and related subjects from 
William S. Knudsen. director of the 
new office of production manage­ 
ment. 
Knudsen was reported officially 
to be interested in how a new and 
vast 
ship 
construction 
program 
would be financed, but he told re­ 
porters this was not discussed and 
he merely was "reporting" on the 
general proeram. 
15th Fireside Chat 
When Mr. Roosevelt broadcasts 
from his study from 8 30 to 9 p.m. 
(CST* Sunday over m ajor networks 
it will be his 15th "fireside chat” 
since he entered the White House 
Stephen T. Early, White House 
press secretary, said all but one or

Nazis Continue Troop Movements To 


Rumania Under Closer Censorship 


Within 100 Miles Of Belgrade; Tension In Balkans Is 
Growing; Pressure On Yugoslavia Expected 


BERN. Switzerland (Sunday)—(VPi—The mass movement of approxi­ 
mately 300.000 German troops across Hungary into Rumania continued 
throughout the night under the screen of a newly imposed Hungarian 
censorship. 
Reports from informed sources in neutral Yugoslavia said today 
that many fresh German units had moved into Timisoara in the Banat 
region of Rumania on the Y ugo-*-----------—--------------------------------- ---- 
slav frontier—less than 100 miles’ 
striking distance from Belgrade, the 
Yugoslav capital. 
This Nazi movement, whatever 
its ultimate purpose, was being car­ 
ried out with a thoroughness that 
ruled out any possibility of bluff in 
the opinion of Balkan observers.

BROWNSVILLE—The Valley's in- 
fluenza epidemic, mild but wide­ 
spread, sifted farther southward 
Saturday, confining hundreds of 
Cameron county residents to their 
homes and compelling business 
firms to work with short staffs, 
No serious cases had been re­ 
ported, city and county health of­ 
ficers said, but the spread of the 
illness to Brownsville, which here­ 
tofore had escaped the 10-day-old 
epidemic, was noticed Saturday. 
Dr. Grady Deaton of San Benito, 
director' of the Cameron county 
health unit, said he as yet had no 
official estimate of the number of 
cases in the county, but that the 
figure was well over the average for 
this time of year. 
Travel. Rain Causes 
Christmas travel and the rain 
and cold of last week gave the mild 
epidemic its start. Dr. Deaton said, 
but a few more days of Saturday's 
sunshine would help diminish its 
virulence. 
“Overheated rooms are causing 
the m ajority of the cases.” Dr. Dea­ 
ton pointed out. “but we have a 
hard time convincing people that 
their home tem perature should be 
kept around 68 to 72 degrees. Most 
homes are kept around 80 degrees." 
Dr. Deaton said that Harlingen 
was harder hit thAn other Valley 
cities, although Dr. J. G. Harrison 
of McAllen has recommended a de­ 
lay in opening the schools in his 
city. 
Light At Brownsville 
Dr. George R. Dashiell, Browns­ 
ville health officer, said it was not 
likely the schools here would re­ 
main closed, as the mildness of the 
epidemic did not warrant it. No 
serious cases had been reported I 
here. Dr. Dashiell said. 
Dr. T. A. Kinder, Jr., county j 
health officer, said the cases which 
had come to his attention lasted I 
from two to five days and were a 
very mild form of the disease. He j 
said it was not probable the epi­ 
demic would reach the serious 
stage.

The 42-year-old judge once 
again becomes presiding judge of 
Allegheny county (Pittsburgh) 
criminal courts on New Year’s, 
a post from which 12 fellow jur­ 
ists “fired" him in 1937 on the 


grounds his conduct in forcing 
drunken driving hearings at night 
was "undignified." 
That incident halted the loqua­ 
cious jurist’s five-months cam­ 
paign in which he estimated drunk 
driving on Pittsburgh streets was 
reduced 80 per cent, 
He made jail sentences manda­ 
tory, assessing 413 offenders from 
30 days to two years each in­ 
cluding women, politicians, social­ 
ites and sons of millionaires. 
Each person convicted had to 
take a pledge over maimed bodies 
in the morgue not to drive again 
under the influence of liquor. 
Those guilty of manslaughter had 
to take their oath over the grave 
of the victim. 
Hearings were held at all hours 
of the day and night in homes, 
on street corners, and in the 
morgue. Once he arranged a pub­ 
lic funeral for a victim, and forc­ 


ed the attendance of all jail in­ 
mates accused of driving while in­ 
toxicated. 
On the eve of 1937's New Years, 
Judge Musmanno’s tactics threw 
such a scare into merry makers 
that many parties hired chauffeurs 
and even chartered buses. The 
safety record of that celebration 
never has been equalled here. 
“There is and there shall be 
no desire to interfere with full 
enjoyment of New Year's Eve in 
the traditional American style,” 
declared Musmanno. "But to the 
extent that it. can be 'prevented 
we will not permit any inebriated 
person to take to the highway and 
turn his enjoyment into sorrow, 
death and disaster for others. . . . 
“In a country at peace there has 
been 159 per cent more deaths 
through sheer recklessness than in 
a country visited by the red ñame 
of war.”

You could have fish followed by 
entree and then by roast. Tod.ay, 
under ministry of food orders, you 
can be served only one such dish, 
whether fish or meat. 
The toad-in-the-hole is a brais­ 
ed Iamb chop without bone pressed 
into a mound of mashed potatoes 
and splashed with gravy 
Some­ 
times this has an under layer of 
pastry. 
Time was when you had several 
roasts to choose. Roast lamb with 
mint sauce, roast mutton with 
jelly and roast beef with York­ 
shire pudding were always pres­ 
ent. Now you have no choice, but 
nearly always you find one roast 
offered. 
The offering of only one hot 
beverage is another indication of 
the uncertain gas situation. Some­ 
times we have to take coffee with 
milk in it whether we want it 
black or not because that Is the 
way it has been prepared. 
There is no sugar on the table. 
One tiny cube three-eighths of 
an inch square comes with the 
co'fee.

PHILADELPHIA—i/P)—People 
In the United States may be 
too prosperous for their own 
good, the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science 
was told Saturday. 
Dr. Lawrence Kolb, assistant 
surgeon general of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, declared 
that leisure and higher income 
may account for the greater per­ 
centage of acute alcoholism in 
this country compared with 
Great Britain, the Scandinavian 
countries.

BROWNSVILLE — Bougainvilleas 
in Brownsville are adamg gorgeous 
mounds of color to the landscape 
with every block affording glimpse^, 
of 
the 
colorful 
tropical 
plant | 
grown as a shrub or vine, or even 
a tree. 
One of 
the 
few 
bougainvillea 
pruned to tree shape is in Washing­ 
ton park between 7th and 8th St I 
on Adams. The size of the trunk is 
especially interesting and demon­ 
strates the hardness of the bougain­ 
villea. 
Much older and probably the old- J 
est baugamvillea in the Valley is 
the magnificent vine at the old 
Miller Hotel. This huge vine trunk 
climbs to the 
second 
story 
to j 
spread out in a great colorful fan. ! 
Two of the most unusual vines 
are those at the Ell is Perry's and 
at the home of J. H. Driver. Both 
are on the Banker road cutoff east 
of the San Benito highway, located 
side by side, about one fourth mile 
east of the San Benito highway. 
These vines are a cross between the 
i red and purple varieties. The blos­ 
som, s are larger than the purple and 
when at the height of blooming, the 
flowers cover the entire vine. The 
color is a striking reddish purple 
that is very pretty. 
Bougainvillea is used as a hedge 
at the F. W. Hofmokel home at 33 
El Retiro Circle. While this hedge 
is not very old, its growth already 
demonstrates how striking a hedge 
can be made. The purple bougain­ 
villea is used, here and this variety 
is probably best adapted to hedge 
planting as it blooms all over and 
not just on the new shoots. 
The shrubs are used quite effec­ 
tively at the Wm. Scanlan home at 
1905 Palm Blv. These are of the pur­ 
ple variety. 
At the home of Mrs. Larry Light- 
ner. 2020 Palm Blvd., the bougain­ 
villea is used in a variety of ways 


Here also are the three colors, pur­ 
ple. red. and the new bronze. Sev­ 
eral plants are about the spacious 
yard used with single color effect 
and also the three varieties 
are 
combined in mass planting to pro­ 
duce a riot of color. 
Throughout Brownsville are hun­ 
dreds of the showy blossoms al­ 
ready drawing attention by 
their 
color. Literally thousands recently 
planted have not yet come into 
bloom but in another season the 
Bougainvilleas should furnish the 
dominant color for the landscape.

Bombs fall on homes as of- 
ten as military targets, In Britain 
the war has claimed more civilian 
dead and wounded—59.819—than 
the total of dead, wounded and 
missing, but not including pris-

munists.''

Gaulle, leader of French forces still 
allied with Britain, exhorted all 
Frenchmen Saturday to keep up the 
fight against Germany and told them 
a great triumph might tie theirs. 


As De Gaulle broadcast his ap- 


peal—declaring that if North Africa, 
Syria and the French fleet were 
fighting for France the Mediterran- 
ean battle would end promptly in 
victory—reports circulated in 'Lis- 
bon that French naval forces may be 
gathering in North Africa, 


Travelers from unoccupied France 


said they had been informed reliably 
that French Chief of State Phillippe 
Petain had authorized some French 
naval officers to spend "vacations" 
in North Africa and that several 
French naval units already have 
been dispatched there from Toulon. 


They linked these moves with 


what they called Pelain's "unabated 
decision to rule France himself, free 
from foreign impositions," *vid his 
readiness "to become a prisoner 
himself rather than give in to de- 
mands he considers against the in- 
terest of France,"

In Britain 
the war has claimed more civilian 
dead and wounded—59,81.9—than 
the total of dead, wounded and 
missing, but not including pris- 
oner*, of army, navy and air force 
—40.330.

Armies like football teams grow "stale" through long inaction or 


over-training. 
Lowered morale, declining elan, waning fighting ardor 


are military equivalents. 


At a time when England is bracing in expectation of a gigantic Ger- 


man attack within days or weeks, the question of Nazi army morale 
appears to be bothering Herr Hitler and his top-flight generals.
